For the use of travelers in the Klon- 


dike region ordinary woolen clothing 
for the body and leather boot* for the 
feet are utterly unsuitable and can be 
worn only at serious risk. Indian snow- 
snoes are esseucial. The Norwegian va- 
•riety is worthless. 


As the season advances the snow set- 


tles, and at night a firm crust forma. 
The most favorable months for travel- 
ing are March and April. The midwin- 
ter days are short, with sunlight in 
some latitudes from 10 in the morning 
to 8 in the afternoon. 
When necessary, 


one can travel fairly well by starlight 
and moonlight over the snowy tundra, 
but not in the woods. In May the snow 
in wet and heavy and travel difficult 
Pools of water and the first mosquitoes 
theu begin to appear. By May 20 the 
nver bursts its bonds of ioe and floods 
the lowlands, ice, debris and broken 
timber pouring, with a grinding noise, 
headlong tmvard the sea. For at least a 
week navigation is impossible. 


Summer, swift footed, trips upon the 


heels of winter. The sun pours down 
with a violence net soon forgot, though 
in the shade it is always cool. The cry 
of the brant, northward bound, is con- 
tinually heard, and myriads of smaller 
waterfowl appear on every band. All 
the minor forms of life native to the 
region or migrants from the south with 
startling suddenness people the copses 
and pervade the air. Vegetation springs 
into leaf and flower at a bound, and 
with hardly a hint of spring summer is 
upon tie. 


Mosquitoes, the pest of the north, ap- 


pear in clouds. Except in midstream or 
where a brisk breeze is blowing life 
without a net and leather gloves is 
misery. The Indians smear their faces 
with a mixture of grease and charcoal 
and paddle with a smudge on a square 
of turf in the bows of their birch canoes. 
The caribou, mooso and bear, driven 
from the thickets, plunge into the river 
for e temporary respite. Curiously 
enough, during three summers black 
flies acd midges, so plentiful to the 
eastward, were encountered only once 
ou the Yukon. Possibly near its head- 
waters our luck would have been worse. 


The records show that the lower Yu- 


kon valley has a summer temperature 
much in excess of that normal to the 
latitude. As the days are long, the 
traveler will prudently sleep at noon, 
and utilize for his work the cooler hours 
when the sun sweeps low along the 
northern horizon and the mosquitoes 
are less active. 


Frosts appear in mid-September. Ear- 


ly in October the Yukon begins to be 
covered with ice, though it is cot fully 
ice bound until late in November. So 
the round is completed. 


One serious danger menaces the large 


population now pouring into the dis- 
trict The upper Yukon is a country 
where subsistence has always been diffi- 
cult. The first party which ever reached 
it that under Robert Campbell of the 
Hudson Bay company, who named the 
Pelly river—though composed of season- 
ed voyagenrs, was, if tradition be reli- 
able, forced to support life by cannibal- 
ism before it could reach help. In 1866, 
not more than 800 Indians were able to 
find subsistence between Fort Yukon 
and Fort Selkirk. The abundant fish 
and game of the lower Yukon are ab- 
sent. The river steamers available for 
transportation cannot, during the re- 
mainder of the present season, carry up 
to Dawson City much more food than 
will supply its present population. It 
seems improbable that any large pro- 
portion of the people now hurrying over 
the Chilkat portage can transport—if 
indeed they possess—food enough to 
carry them over the winter and up to 
the arrival of summer supplies from the 
lower Yukon. 


Very serious hardships, aud even 


probable starvation, therefore, confront 
the rash and foolhardy who push for- 
ward without proper supplies into a re- 
gion whose limitations they do not real- 
ize. 
Fortunately, it is likely that many 


of those least prepared for the under- 
taking will never get over the divide, 
and will be obliged to remain in south- 
eastern Alaska, where the rush to Klon- 
dike will have left open many opportu- 
nities for employment Were it other 
wise, the coming winter and spring 
would probably furnish material for 
tragedy. Even as it is, the circum- 
stances offer ground for very grave ap- 
prehensions.—Professor W. H. Dall in 
September Forum. 


Quaker Ilo**»ty. 


In ttu> '•Chronicles of a Kentnety 


Settlement" is given an instance of in- 
tegrity which deserves to be made hin- 
torical. It is related of three brothers- 
who were importing merchants in North 
Cart-Una before the war of the Revolu- 
tion. They were Quakers, as were many 
of the early colonists of that state. The 
story, if true, goes to show that in this 
country private honor is too often su- 
perior to the public conscience. 


During the war North Carolina, and, 


we believe, others of the colonies, passed 
an ordinance requiring citizens owing 
money to subjects of Great Britain to 
pay the amount into the treasury of the 
state, which thereby assumed the posi- 
tion of debtor to the foreign creditor. 


Harcourt Bros, owed at the time a 


large amount for goods imported, and 
this amount they paid as soon as possi- 
ble to the state treasurer. After the 
termination of the war aad the signing 
of the treaty of peace, the English 
creditors, unable to recover the amount 
due them from the state, which had 
been hopelessly bankrupted by the long 
aud severe struggle for independence, 
demanded payment from the original 
debtors, as they were allowed to do by 
the terms of th« treaty of peace. 


The Harcourts, who were honorable 


merchants, paid again in full, although 
in so doing they were, in their old age, 
left comparatively poor.

The susceptibility of Americans to 


new ideas is a notable element in the 
prosperity of the country.

Keflection of Sound. 


ID fiome of the large citios of Europe 


tho priiicipio of the reflection of sonnd 
is ri-ry ingeniously employed in locat- 
ing the position of inaccessible obstruc- 
tions iu tho pipes of tbe pneumatic tnbu 
service. Thue, when a pipe is constrict- 
ed a diapbrngm that ia so tliiii as to 
vibrnto iiistiiutly tinder the force of a 
sonnd wave is attached to the end of 
tuo pipe and connected electrically 
with a chronograph in sum n munutsr 
that when tho diaphragm vibrates it 
will close tl:n electric circuit and regis- 
ter on the chronograph. A pistol loaded 
with a blank cartridge is then fired iuto 
tho tube through an opening just below 
where the diaphragm is placed. When, 
therefore, the shot is fired, the sound 
wave causes the diaphragm to vibrate 
and registers the exact time on tbe 
chronograph. 
Tho sound wave will 


travel along tho tube until it meets tho 
obstructirm and will then be reflected 
back. On this reflected sound or echo 
returning to the end of the tube it 
causes tho diaphragm to vibrate again 
and make another registration on the 
chronograph, which by this simple op- 
eration will correctly indicate tho exact 
interval of time required for the sound 
to travel from the end of the tube and 
back. —Exchange.

lie coal strike or the engineers' strike 
n London, as they are rather deep for' 
me," he said ingenuously. "I have no 
one here to converse with who keeps 
abreast of topics of general interest 


"The men around here," sweeping 


lis baud over the room, "have so many 
lobbies of their own that they take but 
little interest in matters that do not 
directly concern them." 


The sad look about his big, wistful 


eyes deepened. 


"I hope that when their temporal 


condition is improved they will become 
more enlightened and take more inter- 
est in their brothsr workmgmen's 
affairs and lend their aid to improving 
the condition of workers in other trades, 
but for the present that is out of the 
question." 


"Do you hope to be a labor leader 


some day?" 


"No; I hare no aspirations in that 


direction," he answered frankly. 
"My 


leanings are all toward the law, and I 
have set my heart on becoming a mem- 
ber of the bar. I have no doubt that as 
an attorney I could do no end of good 
in helping the workers. 


"I always had a love for things of a 


legal nature, and the cases in the courts, 
both legal and civil, as reported in the 
papers, deeply interest 'one."—STew 
York Journal.

but also to intellect and originality — 
than is possible for the corresponding 
clan in a democratic country. More 
over, even from the most aristocratic 
point of view, a good reason can be 
given for accepting wealth as a snbsti 
tnte for birth. The fact that a man has 
made much money implies, as a rule, 
that both his mind and his physical 
strength are far above the average. 
From what better stock, then, could 
the best society be recruited? This, of 
course, is not the motive of the rich 
man's reception in good society. It 
might better be described as nature's 
reason for permitting the anomaly.

Ignition. 


As is well known, a frequent source 


of "unaccountable" fires turns out to 
be, in reality, the spontaneous ignition 
of various materials more or less satu- 
rated with oils or fats. The following 
• considered a reliable list of common 
materials of the class which, when con- 
taining oily matters, will, under favor- 
able conditions, oftentimes ignite nat- 
urally: Waste, tow, tags, sawdust, 
shavings, cotton and woolen cloth, 
roofing felt and, in fact, all porous com- 
lustifale bodies containing any oily or 
resinous substance having an affinity 
V oxygen. All vegetable and animal 
oils have more or less affinity for 
oxygen, while those produced from the 
tistillatiou of petroleum and shale are 
practically unacted upon by the ele- 
ment But the oils which oxidize in the 
air most rapidly are the vegetable oils, 
inch as linseed, herapseed, poppy oil, 
etc. Briefly, by far the most frequent 
sources of tires from spontaneous com- 
bustion are those which result from 
heat induced by tbo absorption of at- 
mospheric oxygen.

6U; Germany, 70; England, 9G; Bel- 
gium, 101 Sweden, 139; Norway, 
161. Accepting as correct this table, 
it would appear that the dura- 
tion of human life in tbe two Scan- 
dinavian countries, Xorway and 
Sweden, is certainly greater than 
it is elsewhere, and a denial of tho 
truth of the contention set up in the 
insurance h'guies would be difficult, 
but an examination into some of the 
facts of the case discloses some con- 
ditions which impair the accuracy 
of these figures. There is, in the 
first place, very little immigration 
into either Norway or Sweden, and 
a very 
considerable emigration 


from these two countries. The class 
of older inhabitants—and indeed 
all those who have passed tbe age 
of 50—does not furnish many emi- 
grants, and on this account the 
number of octogenarians is unduly 
large in these countries. Again, 
Norway is conspicuously pastoral 
as regards the pursuits of its inhab- 
itants, and life on the farm is cer- 
tainly conducive to longevity, de- 
cidedly more so than life in large 
cities. 


Norway is peculiar among the 


countries of Europe in having fcw 
cities, either large or email. Chris 
tiania claims a population of 150,000 
and Bergen a population of 50,000, 
but in a country the total population 
of which is nearly 2,000,000 urban 
population is certainly inconsidera- 
ble. 
Moreover, the longevity of a 


people is not to be taken arbitrarily 
from the number of persons living 
beyond n given miinber of years, 
but rather from the general dura- 
tion of life, which is not longer in 
Norway than in other countries of

The first flow was made yesterday 
afternoon. Charley Keller, B. A. 
Smmett and Pete Cunningham had 
driven over from here to the morn- 
tog with hearts that were not

boiler fired up and enough steam 
generated to ran the baLer windlass. 
After dinner they ran the bailer 
down to see how much oil there was 
to the hole and would not have been 
surprised to have found lew than 200 
feet marked on toe bailer rope when 
it waa drawn up again, bat as the 
hemp ascended they found it had 
* «en immersed to the much sought 
for erode to a depth of 600 feat. The 
bailer had no sooner been returned to 
its corner cf the derrick than they 
noticed a babbling round issuing from 
the well. 
"Put oat the fire," 


yelled Cunningham, who knew what 
was coming, and while Keller and 
Emmett wen smothering the embers 
to the fire box beneath the boiler, a 
fountain of oil arose to the center of 
the derrick almost drowning a driller 
and rapidly forming a email lake 
within the banks of earth that had 
been thrown np around the derrick 
before the wall was shot. The well 
owners shouted and danced around 
the place like a small band of Com- 
anehe Indians doing the sun dance, 
and several excited men and boys 
who bad gathered around when the 
boiler was fired up, were seen tear- 
tog down the road in baggies, 
on bicycles and afoot as though the 
proprietor of hadea himself was chas 
Ing them. Keller, Cunningham and 
Emmett laughed to themselves tor a 
few minutes, thinking that the peo- 
ple, who had never before witnessed 
the flowing of an oil well, had be- 
come frightened and were fleeing for 
their lives as If from the eruption 
of 
a 
volcano, bat they 
were 


wrong, as they soon learned, for down 
the road from the village of Bound- 
head, a mile and a half distant, peo- 
ple came as fast aa possible, loaded 
into and onto every available convey- 
ance and many people brought up the 
rear afoot 
Almost the entire popu- 


lation of the village turned out. 
Stores and shops were vacated as 
rapidly as the new* spread and great 
excitement prevailed. 


The well made two strong flows 


early in the afternoon, and Messrs. 
Keller, Cunningham and Emmett 
hastened back to this city and sent 
men and material to the scene to pro- 
vide tanks for the production. 


The owners of the well are Messrs. 


Amos Keller, Charles Keller, Dr. 
Hontley, Peter Cunningham, Frank 
Gould and D. A. Emmett. They 
Iccrted the well by the use of Amos 
Keller's invention, and their estima- 
tion aa to the value of that machine 
has gone up several notches since 
yesterday morning.

ful and the murderer is still at largo. 


The murdered man was quite well 


known in this city. He and his 
brother, Frank Oollucl, came to th>s 
city several years ago and for the 
past four or five years he was en- 
gaged as interpreter and a manager 
for a gang of Italian laborers who 
have been employed most of that 
time on the 0. ft E. railroad 
Whenever the gang was quartered at 
or near this city, which was quite 
frequently, Oollucl procured their 
supplies—consisting principally of 
beer, bread and bologna—In this city. 
Recently the gang want to work near 
Wren, where the U. & E. roadbed 1* 
being improved, and being off duty 
yesterday afternoon on account of 
the storm, they became engaged in 
the game of cards, which terminated 
with the fatal shooting. 


The deceased was about 35 yean of 


age and was not married.

mains were brought here on 0. & E

afternoon and were taken to the home 
of an Italian at 961 Greenlawn ave- 
nue, where the deceased formerly 
made his headquarters.
